we must all be concerned about the

Remarks: The State of the Industry

Three areas where we are working with our
government partners for implementation of global
standards:

the Montreal Convention 1999 (MC99) creates a
common and modern liability regime for aviation
(and) includes provisions for the acceptance of
digital documentation —ratification by
governments is a critical perquisite for the e-AWB
(124 countries)

we ask our government partners to adopt
revisions to the Kyoto Convention of the World
Customs Organization, which facilitates smart
border solutions that reduce complexity and cost

request for quick implementation of the World
Trade Organization’s Trade Facilitation Agreement,
which will make trade cheaper, faster and easier

We recently made a critical breakthrough on one of our
most important industry partnerships. IATA and FIATA
reached an important agreement on a new jointly-
managed IATA FIATA Air Cargo Program (IFACP)
